Dr. Yi'hite cnme amongst us nine years" 


since, from tbe neighboring diocese of Mon- 
treal, where ns canon of the cathedral in the 
city of Montreal, he bad for many years 
filled important positions of honor aud trust 
in tbe Canadian church. 


His rectorship here in Trinity church lias 


been marked by singular ability, laborious, 
ness aud fidelity; big ministry baa been nt- 
teuded with evident tolieus of the Divine 
blessing, iu a largo infusion of life, vigor, 
and fruitfulness iulo every deportment of 
his parochial work. 


We, his brethren of the clergy, desire lo

other relics that have boon suggested for 
exhibition hero uoxt year is tho "Corm Skin 
Lihrary'' of Ohio. 
The idea it) General 


• Ewing's. and lest tho public may infer that 


it i3 a library of coou skins for which tho 
funeral proposod such nn honor, hero is its 
history, condensed from his own narrative. 
Tho Coon Skin Library has its habitation at 
Amesville, n town in tbo aputheast corner ol 
Atliuus county, Ohio, it was started by the 
first settlors of tiio plnco, who, after tho In- 
dian wars wore over and territorial govern- 
ment firmly established, began to feol tbo 
need of books, aud raised n subscription 
among themselves to found a library. Coon 
skins being nt this time tho principal circu- 
lating _m odium of tho settlement, tho bulk 
of thoir contributions were paid in tJint 
money, and so, when the iirst purchase of 
books was brought across tho Alloghnuios in 
tho Haddlo bags of a follow townsman, noth- 
ing was more natural than for the Ames- 
villo folks to call it the Coon Skin Librai. 
Gen. Effing says ho recalls Kollms's Ancient 
History and Hill worth's Spoiler anil Kcnde 
aa two of tho Iirst books. 
This was tho 


origin of tho Hirst public library established 
in tho territory northwest of tho Ohio river, 
and wo ngroo with tho general thnt Ohio 
could scarcely exhibit n more interesting 
relic.—f Philadelphia Prosa.
